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HUNDREDS SAID TO 
HAVE BEEN KILLED 
BY QUAKE INTALY 


Many Populous Towns in 
Stricken Area Extending 
Over 100 Miles Almost To- 
tally Destroyed. 


FIVIZZANO, CITY OF 
17,000 WIPED OUT 


Under Ruins of Building— 
King Goes to Visit Suffer- 
ing Districts. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 8.— Messages from 


the Yegion affected by Tuesday's 
earthquake in Italy say the damage 
was heavier than at first believed, 
and that the number of dead and 
injured discovered is increasing hour- 
ly, according to an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Rome today. 
The Epezia district was especially 


hard hit. The towns of Quercia, Mo- 
ljassa and Tarasco were wiped out. 
Apparently not a single town és- 
caped damage. Everywhere the pop- 
ulation is camping in the open. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Sept. 8.—Several hundred 


persons lost their lives in the dls- 
trict north of Florence which was 
severely shaken by an earthquake 
yesterday morning. As reports from 
the stricken region come in over 
faltering telegraph and _ telephone 
lines, the extent of the disaster 


seems to be growing and the damage 
done much more serious than was at 


| first believed. 


The territory violently disturbed 
seems to be lozenge-shaped, with 
Florence at the seuthern apex and 
Modena at the northern end. It ex- 
tends along upwards of 100 miles. 
In this district there are many pop- 
ulous towns, and no tidings have as 
yet been received from many of 
them. . There is every indication that; 
the shock was a severe one, and re- 
ports from cities in the earthquake 
zone show that buildings crumbled 
beneath the strain of the convulsion. 

At Fivizzgano, a town of 17,000 in- 
habitants near Carrara, hundreds 
were killed and many were injured, 
almost every building was dam- 
aged and many were complete- 
ly. destroyed. Among the § col- 
lapsed structures is the  postof- 
fice, in the ruins of which is the 
entire staff. Soliera, in the province 
of Massa Marittima, and Monti, 
nearby, -were partially destroyed. 
Rivesano, Forni and Montignoro are 
reported in ruins, while in Marina 
and Cagrara many structures have 
collapsed. At Viareggio the Church 
of St. Paul was destroyed and at Cas- 
tel Franco di Sotto the ceiling of a 
church was shattered. 

Panic prevails at Lucci as a re- 
sult of the cataclysm, and from Ga- 
viana and Limestre come reports of 
lives being lost. At Villafranca, in 
Lunigiana, an entire family was 
buried in the ruins of their home, 
and the village of Vigetta was en- 
tirely destroyed. Serious damage 
was done in the Frignano district, 
where houses collapsed, and at Fras- 
sinero, where a number of houses 
fell. Pievepelago and Sant’Andrea 
were badly damaged but the num- 
ber of victims has not been. ascer- 
tained. 

Town of 9000 Destroyed. 


Barco, a town of 9000 inhabitants, 
was virtually destroyed as also was 
Fornaci, nearby. Sixty-five dead have 
already been identified and laid out 
in the small pictureque cemetery, 
which was thrown open by the 
earthquake. Barco was the birth- 
place of the poet Giovanni Pascoll. 

One of the gravest difficulties en- 
countered is the fact that the earth- 
quake caused an enormous displace- 
ment of earth and rocks which ob- 
structed the roads, destroyed the 
vires and all other means of com- 
munication. 

The Red Cross has dispatched 
hundreds of beds, many tents, medi- 
cines and physicians to the scene. 
Other benevolent associations are 
contributing to the work of rescue, 
as are private individuals, who have 
placed automobiles and camions at 
the disposal.of the authorities for 
transportation of the wounded and 
the distribution of supplies. The 
supplies are urgently needed, since 
700,000 persons are camping in the 
open air. 

Fivizzano Was MPiourishing Town. 

Fivizanno, where the damage to 
buildings was especially heavy, was 
a flourishing town, perched on the 
slopes of the Appennines. 

It possessed an old town hall and 
also the ruins of a castie. The 
whole scene now is one of ruin, with 
numbers of the inhabitanta buried 
under the debris. Groans and cris 
were heard on all sides as rescuers 
worked feverishly to extricate the ic- 
jured from among the bodies of the 
dead. ,

New York to San _ Francisco 
Service Officially Institut- 
ed Today.

CLEVELAND, Sept. 8.—The air- 
plane piloted by R. G. Page arrived 
here at 12:45 p. m. completing the 
first leg of the inaugural trans-con- 
tinental air mail service between 
New York and San Francisco. 

Page continued his journey to Chi- 
cago at 1:51 p. m. and hopes to 
reach Iowa City before night.

MINEOLA, N. Y., Sept. 8.-—~Trans- 
continental air mail service to San 
Francisco was officially inatituted to- 
day when R. G. Page, piloting an 
airplane specially equipped to carry 
400 pounds of mail, started his west- 
ward flight at 6:30 o'clock. He car- 
ried, in his cargo of mail, letters to 
the Mayors of six cities along the 
route. 

The airplane was scheduled to 
make its first stop at Cleveland. Oth- 
er stations chosen were Chicago, 
Omaha, Neb.; Cheyenne, Wyo.; Salt 
Lake City, Reno, Nev., and finally, 
San Francisco. 

The trip is expected to be com- 
pleted in three days, arriving at San 
Francisco 42 hours ahead of the 
time regularly required for mail 
trains.

STUDIES PLAYGROUND 
SYSTEM IN ST. LOUIS 


Industrial Discontent Caused 
by Monotony of Special- 
ized Work With Modern 
Machinery, She Declares. 


By MARGUERITE MARTYN. 

ISS RAMONA 5S. TIRONA, 
Meecen of women of the State 

University of Manila, P. I., sent 
by her Government to this country 
to study social and industria! insti- 
tutions, finds much to approve upon 
which she will model suggestions for 
improvements in institutions in her 
isiand country. Information con- 
cerning our systems of government 
arbitration and mediation in indus- 
trial @tsputes, of education, of super- 
vised recreation and child welfare, 
especially as it.provides against in- 
fant mortality, will be the .nost 
needful contributions she will have 
to offer, she says. 

She was advised by authorities in 
Eastern cities she has visited to study 
the playgrounds and recreation sys- 
tems of St. Louis and she has been 
spending two days here for that pur- 


pdése, stopping at the Warwick Ho- 
tel. 

One American institution which 
has forcibly impressed itself upon 
her attention and which will not, she 
thinks, commend itself to her com- 
patriots, is our wholesale use of the 
divorce courts as a solution of mar- 
ital difficulties. 

The Philippines are up and doing 
in all modern improvements, mod- 
ern institutions, modern systems of 
industry and can show other parts 
of the world better roads, a better 
penal institution, some better edu- 
cational systems, a superior position 
of women and purity of politics, 

Have High Cost of Living. 

Many evils of modern civilization 
have invaded the islands, too, such 
as the high cost of living, industria! 
unrest, strikes, and quite recently, 


for the first time, the statutes have 
annexed laws providing for divorce. 

But with this last modern acquisi- 
tion the populace will have absolute- 
ly nothing to do. It is little over a 
year since laws enabling divorce 
were passed, but in a population of 
10,500,000 there has not been one 
application for divorce. ; 

Miss Tirona has been in this cofin- 
try a year, most of the time at the 
New York School of Social Work, 
and has absorbed something of our 
own viewpoint. She does not tnsist 
that marital discord is less prevalent 
in the Philippines than elsewhere. 
nor that the force which is stronger 
than the initiative to seek divorce is 
altogether commendable. Moreover, 
though shocked at the number of 
domestic relations cases in court, she 
finds rather an interesting explana- 
tion, almost an excuse, for the Amer- 
ican addiction to divorce. 

In the Philippines a reason why di- 
vorce is not resorted to is the unequal 
moral standard, the fact that one 
code, a strictly monagamous one en- 
forced by strict conventions, is re- 
quired of women, while only lax 
observance of moral laws is re- 
quired of men. Which system Miss 
Tirona deplores. 

Divorced Women Outcast. 

“A wife whom a husband sought 
to divorce would at once become a 
social outcast with us,” she said. 
"She would be condemned, never 
able to lift her head again, while of 
even a woman who sought to divorce 
her husband, people would be in- 
clined to say, “There must be some- 
thing wrong with her.’ And so great 
is the social pressure upon women, 
so strictly are the conventions. ob- 
served, that few women would have 
the strength to stand out against 
them. 

“Oh, we are so foolishly subser- 
vient to conventions,” she exclaimed, 
a note of decided impatience in her 
voice and gesture. “I despair of 
making.them understand that I can 
travel alone in this country without 
being insulted and live alone in New 
York for a year without being an 
object of suspicion. 

“Women occupy a very high posi- 
tion in the Philippines, and are high- 
ly respected—that is, the married

women. The position of our women 
is not at all to be confused with the 
position of women in the Orient. 
Wives always have been the recog- 
nized custodians of the family purse 
and a visitor to the. islands now, 
who knew them before the begin- 
ning of the new era in 1918, would 
be amazed at the advancement of 
women into industrial, civic and edu- 
cational affairs. Women’s clubs 
flourish and are encouraged, to an 
extent, subsidized by the Govern- 
ment. But these ventures are only 
for married women. 
Girls Always Chaperoned. 

‘Until she is married a girl of our 
class may not move without being 
chaperoned always. The old custom 
of arranging her marriage, and. of 
her emerging from seclusion only 
for that purpose, still prevails. When 
a girl has arrived at marriageable 
age, that is to say 18, the fact is 
signalized, flaunted, by dressing her 
in the native costume. Many moth- 
ers and modest girls put off this 
event until the last possible mo- 
ment, but in our class the custom, 
nevertheless, is observed. 

“And after she is married a girl 
has all the freedom she desires. Oh, 
a married woman can do just as she 
pleases!’’ 

Not only impatience, but resent- 
ment toward this state of affairs, 
showed itself in the tone of this 
maiden, still unmarried. Miss Tirona 
does not wear the native costume 
habitually, but consented to put it on 
to be photographed. 

“You envy the position of the un- 
married women in America,” I re- 
marked. “But am I to understand 
you think married women are less 
fortunately situated in this country 
or that you deplore the easy dl- 
vorce 7” 

“T do not like to criticise,’’ she re- 
plied. “I have been in this country 
only a year, giving most of my atten- 
ti@n to my work in school and can 
only have observed the inner Amer!- 
can domestic life superficially. It is, 
however, a source of wonder to nis 
that when you have so many admir- 
able systems of education, supervised 
recreation, child welfare and all tha‘, 
that there should at the same time be 
so much juvenile . delinquency, , 80 
many cases of neglected ‘childrer and 
domestic relations cases in the courts. 
One cannot but think the .motlcrs, 
the married women, do not assurnc 
their responsibilities as seriously as 
they do with us.: 

System at Fault. ~« 

“Still,” she qualified thoughtfully, 
“T can see that there is a systom 
rather than the individual woman

plants I have visited, I have seen how 
specialized the individual worker has 
become. One workman is kept at 
one: single little task monotonously, 
unvaryingly, day in and day out. He 
never is allowed the joy that is to be 
expé@rienced in the finished product 
of

of other days enjoyed, when he built 
a shoe or a wheel or a piece of har- 
ness from the beginning to the end. 
He hAs become a machine, merely a 
cog in the machine. He is kept in a 
pros¢ribed rut. He cannot get a per- 
spective upon the great complexity in 
which he is submerged nor appre- 
ciate’ the value of his co-operation. 
Whén he does, it is to demand a fair 
share of the profits that his co-opera- 
tion prodyices. 

‘When I see how the worker is ex- 
ploited ¥ do not think his demand for 
a fair. share in the profits ever is un- 
justified. 

“Ttvls this specialization of the 
worker which is at the root of indus- 
trial unrest. And is it not possible,” 
she added, lifting her bright, smiling 
eyes quegtioningly, “that this femi- 
nine ‘unrest which is so conspicuous 
may not be due to something like the 
same cause? 

Feminine Unrest. 

“Your housewife has everything 
done‘for her in this country. Every 
household commodity is delivered at 
her door ready made. Modern appli- 
ances have practically done away 
with occupation for her. Even her 
children are taken out of her hands 
and trained and educated. This is 
true not only of the rich, but of the 
middle-class women in America. She 
has never to bake a loaf of bread nor 
work a buttonhole. So many of her 
occupations have been’ taken from 
her that she no longer desires, or has 
forgotten how, to occupy herself 
with matters within her home.’ She 
finds no outlet there for the.instinct 
for artistic or creative expression, 80 
she becomes occupied with interests 
outside her home, often to the ex- 
clusfon of her domestic responaibili- 
ties and then she and her home in- 
terests ‘drift’ apart. 

«It seems: to me-this specialization 
may be the root of, feminine: unrest 
as it is of industrial unrest. 

“I dread to see @ilsthese complexi- 
ties entering Filipino life,’ she 
sighed. “We are getting apartment 
houses in Manila now, though not 
with kitchenettes. We have women’s 
clubs and women in business.

Prices for Farm Products. 


“4. We promise to put an end to 
unnecessary price-fixing of farm 
products and to fli-considered ef- 
forts arbitrarily to reduce farm 
product prices. In times of national 
crises, when there is a known scarci- 
ty of any necessary product, price 
control for the purpose of making @ 
fair distribution of the stores on 
hand may be’ both necessary and 
wise. But we know that there can 
be no repeal of natural lawe—the 
eternal fundamentals. The history 
of the last 3000 yeard records the 
folly of such efforts. 

“Government drives against food 
prices such as we have experienced 
during the past two years are equal- 
ly vain and useless. “fhe ostensible 
purpose of such drives is to reduce 
the price the consumer pays for 
food. The actual result is unjustly 
to depress for a time the prices the 
farmer receives for his grains and 
livestock, but with no appreciable 
reduction in the price the consumer 
pays. Such drives simply give the 
speculator and the profiteer addi- 
tional opportunities to add to their 
exactions, while they add to the un- 
cortainty and discouragement under 
which the farmer is laboring during 
this period of readjustment. 


Evil of Increasing Tenancy. 

“5. We favor the administration. 
of the farm loan act so as to help 
men who farm to secure farms of 
their own and to give them long-time 
credits needed to practice the best 
methods of diversified farming. We 
also favor the authorization of asso- |} 
clations to provide the necessary ma- 
chinery to furnish personal credit to 
the man, whether land owner or ten- 
ant, who is hampered for lack of 
working capital. The highest type 
of rural civilization is that in which 
the land is farmed by the men whoa 
own it. Unfortunately, as land in- 
creases in value, tenancy also in- 
creases.

In 
a majority of instances of main- 
event fighters from other cities, 
appearing before local clubs, a 
strong element of dissatisfaction 
has existed after the performance. 
Numberless instances might be 
cited; in all cases the offending 
principals have been highly paid. 

Back of it all are two causes: 

1. No-decision contests. 

2. Unwillingness of champions 
to eliminate thelg few rivals, or

“No-Decision” B Stallers. 


HE no-decision rule, wherever 


it prevails, is a breeder of stall- 
ing tactics and half-hearted ex- 
hibitions. It is the “out” for a 
champion or near-champion who 
wants to pick up a few thousands 
of dollars without taking a chance. 
It is the safe harbor for the ma- 
lingerer, the ill-conditioned and 
the cheater. : 

No matter how poorly the title- 
holder or celebrity shows against 
the local “wonder,” in “saving up 
his meal ticket” for a rainy day, 
the only penalty is local criticism.

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THE M’CULLOCH ACQUITTAL. 


The decision of Judge Orin Patterson in the Greene 
County Criminal Court at Springfield yesterday aft- 
ernoon, abruptly terminating a celebrated case, was 
like an unexpetted blow in the face to the people of 
St. Louis. The Court sustained the demurrer of the 
defense attorneys. In consequence Richard McCul- 
loch, president of the United Railways, was freed of 
the charge of burglary and larceny in connection with 
the seizure of the referendum petitions. 

The Court held, as the arguments of the defense 
attorneys for the demurrer contended, that the refer- 
endum petitions were not property in the meaning of 
the statutes; that they possessed none of the statu- 
tory attributes of property; that lacking an “appre- 
clable pecuniary value,” they were not subjects of 
larceny. Wherefore, the indictment was voided, the 
case dismissed, the defendant freed. 

The defendant, moreover, was not only freed of 
the present charge, but from any future prosecution 
in this connection. He had been placed in jeopardy, 
and, as the law provides, his security of person may 
not again be endangered by any court process on this 
charge. The referendum petitions case is closed, not 
only as against McCulloch, but, so it is informally 
construed, as against Bruce Cameron also, a former 
employe of the United Railways, who had been joint- 
ly indicted with McCulloch. The State is enjoined 
forever from taking an appeal. 

But if the State may not appeal from this decision 
to another court of record, it is entirely permissible, 
by way of commentary, to appeal to the tribunal of 
public opinion for the purpose of arriving at a moral 
verdict. Nor is it presumptuous, in view of the known 
facts and circumstances apd obvious motives, to 
interpret the judgment of public opinion. 

The unlettered citizen and the most erudite jurist 
are agreed that a dreadful crime was perpetrated in 
St. Louis on the night of June 15, 1918. The seizure 
of the referendum petitions, by the stealth and vio- 
lence of burglary, was an assault upon the rights of 
the* citizens of St. Louls to pass upon a question of 
great pecuniary moment. Not only were those legally 
bestowed rights assailed, but an outrage was com- 
mitted against public dignity. Though no statute 
were violated, the work done that night was, in 
truth, a rape of the majesty of the law. Before in- 
tricate legal reasoning and fine distinctions the pub- 
lic may bow a confused head. But there is no con- 
fusion about the fact that the public’s instinctive 
sense of right was shocked inexpressibly at the ar- 
rogant contempt and defiance of the public’s rights 
with which this attack had been executed. And it is 
disheartening, indeed, to witness technicality again 
providing shelter for men who engaged in a desperate 
enterprise—an enterprise that escapes the bean of 
criminality because of defective statutes. 

The decision is lamentable from the public view- 
point.

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PRIMARY ELECTION CONTESTS. 


At Bolivar, in a case origfhating at Hartville, Judge 
C. H. Skinker decides that no contest can be insti- 
tuted under the primary law and no recount made of 
votes cast in a primary. The opportunity which the 
case presents for an appeal and final determination of 
the question should be improved. Certain provisions 
of the general election law are made applicable to pri- 
maries, and it has been contended that the provision 
as to contests is one of them. A ruling from the 
Circuit bench does not definitely settle the roatter, 
and as long as doubt exists on the subject an invita- 
tion is given crooked election officials, of whom St. 
Louls has more than a few, to tamper with primary 
results in the interest of favored candidates 

It is, of course, to be hoped that the Legislature, 
which meots in Jess than four montbhe from now, will 
revise the act and clesr up the point However, 
that is @ hope entertained op the eve of a session for 
several past years. Supposing the Legislature aga'n 
fails to act? A decision on the extent to which the 
general law covers primary election details may be 
desirable for other reasons. 


THE BENTON HARBOR CROWD. 


The significant feature of the Migke-Dempsey af- 
fair wes contributed, not by the contestants, but by 
the crowd. The silk-shirted, silk-socked elegance that 
environs a classic. of this description in our metro- 
politan centers did not strike the dominant note at 
Benton Harbor. It was a mere variant, almost a 
nuance. The great majority of the onlookers who 
beheld the distinguished erstwhile pacifist in bel- 
ligerent display were virile tillers of the écoil. But 
if those farmers lacked the sartorial frills of the 
cosmopolites they toted bulging pocketbooks, from 
which the extraction of a $20 note occasioned no 
perceptible deflation. : 

Persons with vindictive memories may intimate 
that the opulence of the Michigan farmers is of sin- 
ister origin. They will classify it as an unearned 
increment, acquired in that halcyon Michigan sum- 
mer when Commodore Newberry sailed his craft 
through the treacherous straits of politics. But im- 
partial economists of Democratic affiliation will dis- 
sent from that ugly construction.

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INEFFICIENOY AND THE TON OF COAL 

If the voluntary vacations taken by the coal miners 
seem blameworthy, with wintry weather only a few 
weeks away, what is to be said of the involuntary 
vacations they take all the year round? 

Sanford E. Thompson, engineer, of Ogdensburg, N. 
Y., declanés that if an indystrial plant above ground 
should follow the methods that prevail in the mining 
of coal, it would speedily be faced by the alternative 
of failure or radical amendment of its management. 
An article by him in a New York paper says: 


Imagine, if you can, a factory which must shut 
down the entire plant and where every man must 
quit with no pay, whenever the railroad fails to 
send freight cars; imagine a seqtery where the 
piece worker frequently has to loaf half a day 
waiting for a to take away his wor4; 
sagas a factory where the worker has to wait 
for hours for the machine work that must be 
done before he can start his hand labor: imagine 
a factory with no method of planning distribution 
of the work or the moving of materials except 
as the foreman works it out In his head when 
the time comes for action. But these are every- 
day facts in the production of coal. 

The average output of each mineF in the soft coal 


fields is only 4.7 tons for each day’s work, but the 
average for some single mines is as low as 1.8 tons. 
Operations at a typical mine during a typical week 
last winter were as follows: First day, eight hours; 
second day, no work; third day, eight hours; fourth 
day, no work; fifth day, six hours; sixth day, no 
work. 

Mr. Thompson’s description is only a Httle more 
specific and graphic than other descriptions of coal 
mining which have had pointed discussion in the 
past. The plain fact fs that coa] mining is not effi- 
cient. A consequence of tnefficiency {is that the men 
are denied steady employment. Their annual earning, 
though figured at a high rate per day, is confessedly 
insufficient. Unnecessary costs are addedo coal, to 
which costs profiteering percentages are in turn 
added. Periodic coal scarcity.causes domestic hard- 
ship and cripples industry.
